1. Based upon an analysis of present SE/pc capabilities tor operations 
against Albania in tarns of the overall project mission, 1952 goals for 
BGFIENB hava boon established as follemet 


a. In ths field of political action, to weaken by all available 
naans the internal position of ths Bozha regime while conversely 
strengthening the relative political poeition of the BGFA* 


b* In the field of agent operations, oarefully and eyeteaatically 
to develop one or more snail secure underground nets aimed et 
penetration of the Arwy and the Government. These nets will be 
gradually developed and expanded with tho ultimate goal of under- 
mining the Government and creating a resistance potential to be 
used in event of war or revolution* Among the important corollary 
missions given agent teams are establishment of SIS nets, safehouae* 
and development of the project ff campaign inside the oountxy. 
Recruiting agent personnel end intelligence collection (coordinated 
with 030) are additional functions assigned each teem. Furthermore, 
certain teams will be given the task of sabotaging carefully eeleeted 
targets and others will be sent into Albania to perform coup de mein 
operations. In oonnsetion with the above mentioned sabotage operations 
study of appropriate targets and possible coup de main operations is 
being conducted with the vise in mind of establishing a priority list 
for both oold war and hot war conditions.
